What He Thought of the Colonies. 
"It Is estimated that the present 


population of the colonies is 3,000,000, 
but I am convinced that this number 
should double within 30 years," wrote 
De Kalb from New York. "The towns 
are ver^hle ant hills, and there are 
Infante everywhere. 
The people are 


robust and enterprising. There is here 
the germ of a might) nation in the 
yean to come 
The colonists arc per- 


suaded of the justice of their cause 
and 
Confident 
of their ability 
to 


achieve their Independence Jf the fu- 
ture conduct of the mother country 
renders it necessary for them to break 
the bonds that bind them to her " 


De KaU) did not Intrust to his cor- 


respondence with the prime minister 
the names of the prominent American* 
w Ith w horn he talked. In one of' his 
letters he say* that he fears his let- 
ters are being tampered with and that 
he deems it best to reserve such de- 
tails until his return to France 
It is 


evident, however, that he obtained the 
confidence of most of the men who 
afterward became leaders in the pa- 
triot cause. When he returned to Eu- 
rope he pointed out to the prime min- 
ister two conclusions in particular that 
were the result o' his long and careful 
Investigations. One was that despite 
the oppression of Great Britain there 
was a deep and ardent affection on 
the part of the colonies for the mother 
country—an affection equaled, only by 
their Instinctive antipathy to France. 
This, he said, would make it undesir- 
able for France to aW openly or by 
any except the most secret means to- 
ward bringing about a rupture be- 
tween" America and England. His sec- 
ond conclusion was that the break be- 
tween Great Britain and her American 
colonies was inevitable, although it 
might not occur for eight or 10 years^ 
When it did come he was confident 
that the colonies would attain their in- 
dependence. Theic opinions did not 
coincide with those which the Due de 
Cholteul had 
formed. The Due de 


Choiseul needed something to bolster 
his tottering power* as prime minister 
and was eager to cari.v out to the full 
bis plan of embroiling and conquering 
England. 
Therefore he treated De 


Kalb coMly, paid him off In money and 
made him a brigadier—a comparatively 
empty title, for the pay of the army 
was In arrears. Not long after that 
• he Due de Choiseul lost the favor of 
the king «nd was sent into exile. 


Hi* Influence Over Lafayette. 


The 
Declaration 
of 
Indepenflenc* 


came sooner than DC Kalb had ex- 
pected. Throughout the yearn that In- 
tervened between his visit to Amcr- 


ka and the outbreak of the Revolu- 
tion, De Kalb became moro ami more 
imbued -with the splendor of the Wea 
for which the Americans were prepar- 
ing themselves to lay down their lives.

De Kalb and urged him to persuade 
the Marquis de Lafayette to join this 
little band of adventurers. Do Kalb 
realised Instantly the advantage to the 
American cause of the alliance of this 
young nobleman 
Lafayette was re- 


lated to some of the highest dignitaries 
of the French court and \\as one oC 
the leaders of French societ). These 
fiualifkdtlons outweighed the fact that 
he v as 710 soldier. By this time Do 
Kalb had given his heart uud soul to 
the cause of the Americans, lie ot- 
Icred cvcrv inducement to Lafayette- 
military glor>, fame, 
everything he 


thought would appeal to the jourig 
noble 
So as to give prestige to the 


expedition, ho made Lafavette its nom-j 
inal head, in this xxaj he attracted a1 
crowd of brilliant Frenchmen tiajned' 
in arms and paved the way for the! 
recognition by Frame of a new' re- 
public. 


Lafajctte was not particularly anx- 


ious to go on this expedition. 
He 


had much to lose and little to gain. 
The Due de Broglio. howr»ve*,-deslred 
him to takt- part in it, while others 
equully prominent urged him agalnxt 
it. Lafayette was but a patvn in the 
mighty game 
It required the nulled 


effort of Deane, DC Kalb and Frank- 
lin to overcome all the difficulties in 
the way and to get Lafayette started 
at last.' Finally on March 26, 1777, De 
Kalb and Lafayette sailed from Bor- 
deaux. They might never have reached" 
America had It not been for De Kalb^ 
He learned that the French king had 
«ent orders to the Windward < Islands, 
where the vessel was to stop, to arrest 
Lafaj etto and De Kalb and bring them 
back 
De Kalb "persuaded" 'the cap- 


tain to pur«ue a direct route to Amer- 
ica, 
and after seven weeks' voyage 


they landed nt Georgetown, In the 
Carolina^. 


On their 
arrival, which was 
ex- 


pected, they vent through the formal- 
ity of offering their services to the 
American 
cause. 
Congress,, 1 n • a 


shrewdly worded resolution, made La- 
fayette a major general, "owing to hlv 
rank and influence." 
Do Kalb also 


recelvevl a major general's commission, 
but his BervlrcB in tho past and his 
practical value as a soldier were so 
•well known that it was deemed un- 
necessary to give any'excuse for his 
appointment. 
Tho other Frenchmen 


who composed thin party of adventur- 
ers did not fare so well. Those who 
*«»emed capable «n>1 (tlhcere were ad- 
mitted to the Continental army. Thej 
iwrv|ce» of the rest were refused, and 
they returned full of hatred to their 
own land. 
D«> Kalb wan placed in 


command of the aimy In the north tin 
der Lafayette. 


The Last .Fight. 


It was not until two years later, in 


1780. that he gained especial prom- 
inence, although ho fought valiantly 
in many engagements. Things had 
been going badly for the Americans in 
the southern colonies. Army after 
army haO been defeated, detachments 
cut off, posts carried, and at length 
two states were reannered- to the moth- 
er country, and the conquering army 
was ready to invade a third. De Kalb 
and his forces were sent to North 
Carolina, where tncy were to be joined 
by the army under General Gates. 
Comwallis oposed them. 
On August 


16 the battle of Camden was fought. 
Major Geneial Baron DC Kalb com- 
manded the right wing, while Gates as 
general In chief, superintending the 
whole, placed himself on the road be- 
tween the line of battle and the re- 
en es. The left flank, under Stevens, 
was routed in the ensuing combat and 
led in disorder,.— Only De Kalb and 
his* veterans held the battle on the 
right In suspense. They were complete- 
y outnumbered. The conflict •nas as 
lepserato as that ever fought on any 
battlefield. 
So close did the enemy 


press 
that It 
was a hand-to-hand 


trugglc. There was nothing but the 
crash of clubbed ^musket* nrr.l 
the 


.hruat of cold steel. Like an ancient 
warrior De Kalb raged ever In the 
forefront of the battle. Ho was seen 
to engage In a score of hand-to-hand 
combats 
before 
he 
fell 
mortally 


wounded. 
He was a man of great 


stature and amazing strength, all hiH 
Ife a soldier, ft Is no wonder there- 
tore that In each of these individual 
struggles he camo off victor and was 
only subdued when a concerted charge, 
was made upon him by a little band of 
redcoats. These bore him to earth and 
would have pinned him there with 
their bajonets had not his ald-dc-camp 
saved him from Immediate death when 
Se fell by embracing his prostrate 
body and receiving the bayonet thrusts
